WHAT A VOLCANO CAN DO, 

Oitopaxi, in 1838, threw its fiery rock- 
etii <,000 feet above its crator, while in 
1834, th» blazing moss, struggling for 
on outlet, roared so ihot its awful voice 
was heard at o distance of more than 
000 miles. Iu 17D7, the crater of Tun- 
gurougna, one of the great jicaks of the 
Andes, Hung out torrents of mud, which 
dammed up the rivers, opened now 
lakes, and in valleys 1,000 feot wide 
made deposits 000 foot deop. Tho stream 
from Vesuvius, which, iu 1337, passed 
through Torre del Greco, contained 32,- 
000,000 cubic feet of solid matter, and 
iu 17011, when Torre del Greco was de- 
stroyed a second time, the mass of lavs 
amounted to 45,000,OJO cubic feet. In 
1700, Etna poured forth a flood whioh 
covered 84 square miles of surface and 
measured nearly 1,000,000,000 cubic 
feet Un this occasion the sand and 
soi iria formed the Monto Bosini, near 
Nicholosa, a cone two miles in circum- 
ference, and 4,000 feothigli. The stream 
thrown out by Etna in 1816, was in mo- 
tion at the rate of a yard a day for nine 
mouths after the eruption ; and it is on 
record that the lava of the same mount- 
ain, after a terrible eruption, was not 
thoroughly cool and consolidated for ten 
years after the event. In the eruption 
of Vesuvius, A. D. 79, the scoria and 
ashes vomited forth far exceeded the 
entire bulk of the mountain ; while iu 
1000, Etna disgorged twenty times its 
own mass. Vesuvius has sent its iisheB 
is far as Constantinople, Syria and 
Eg.i pt ; it hurled stones eight pounds iu 
weight to Pompeii, a distance of Bix 
miles, while similar masses woro tossed 
up 2,000 feet above tho summit, Coto- 



UNIt'ORM I J. UK. 

The movement among scientific men 
for the establishment of a uniform sys- 
tem of time is steadily increasing in 
Btreugth. Tho theory on a small scale 
is now in practice on all tho leading 
railroads of the country. The trains on 
tlio Now York, New Haven and Hartford 
road, for instance, are run on Now York 
time furnished by the Horological Bu- 
reau of Yale College. The Vandcrbilt 
linos from New York to Chioago are 
divided into three or four sections, and 
the same time is used at all points on 
each soctiou. There aro at present 
about eighty standards used by tho rail- 
roads iu this country, and nearly 100 
cities furnish stuudanls of local time. 
It is proposed to simplify this by divid- 
ing tho country iuto six or loss districts, 
and hove the same timo observed by the 
whole of each district. Another plan 
suggest* on interuutional-timo staudard 
by the formation of tweuty-four equal 
districts, starting from an imaginary 
line iu tho Pacific ocean. The day will 
be of twenty-four hours, aud the place 
in each district will, iu point of time, be 
just ono hour ahead or behind those iu 
the adjoiuing districts. The American 
Society of Civil Engineers at its annual 
meeting in Now York recommended the 
adoption of ono standard for all the tail- 
ro.ula in the Uuitcd States.— Albany 
Evening Journal.
